FRANCE PLANS NATIONAL 
FUNERAL FOR GENERALIS-

PARIS, Mar. 21. (AP) — 


From the ends of the world, 
from high and 
low, from 


kings and princes and hum- 
ble soldiers, homage was 
brought today to the bier of 
Marshal Ferdinand Foch as 
France prepared to give her 
soldier son the greatest hon- 
ors within her power. 


To the home where the general- 


issimo of the mighty allied hosts 
of 1918 died at sunset yesterday, an 
unending succession of distinguish- 
ed personages, messengers and mes- 
sages began to arrive before dawn 
and continued throughout the day. 
The Belgian ambassador, whose 
country bore the first wounds of 
the war. was followed by former 
Premier Clemenceau, the "father 
of victory" and a few minutes la- 
ter came Marshal Joffre, aged and 
thin. 


Then came Myron T. Herrick, the 


American ambassador, who, when 
Paris was threatened in the early 
days of the war offered to put his 
own country's flag over the shrines 
of French glory to protect them 
from harm. 


Famous one-armed General Gou- 
raud, the defender of Paris, was 
there' too, stooping over the body 
of the marshal to pin upon 
his 
breast the Grand Cross of the Le- 
gion of Honor, the greatest of his 
country's decorations.

the Oklahoma state penitentiary at 
McAlester 17 years ago while serv- 
ing a 23-year sentence for 
grand 
larceny, made his way to Texas 
and earned an honest living as a 
carpenter until arrested yesterday 
by Houston officers. 
"I thought my past was forgot- 
ten and I could continue to carry 
on as a respected citizen," Sparks 
said at the city jail. "It seems to 
me that my life during the past 17 
years shows my desire to live an 
honest life." 
He spoke readily of his escape 


from the penitentiary. 
"Five of us made a break while 


we were working on a county road." 
he said. "We just took to our heels 
and the five guards emptied their 
guns at us. We ran into a marsh, 
wading In up to our 
knees. 1 
couldn't run as fast as the others 
and they outdistanced me. 
"I came to a ravine and hid in It. 
Several times I saw and heard 
dogs nearby, hunting for me while 
I laid close to the ground and held 
'my breath. 
I learned afterwards 


there were 35 guards and a pack of 
bloodhounds after us. 


"I left the ravine about 9 o'clock 
at night and the dogs picked up 
my trail an hour later. I walked 
along a railroad track and a train 
came long, destroying my 
trail. 
The dogs couldn't pick up my scent 
again after the train passed. 


"Nights I spent in getting away. 
In the daylight I hid wherever 1 
found cover. I went without food 
for four days and nights. 
On the 


fifth night I came to a little vlllage. 
60 miles from the penitentiary. 
"It was 2 o'clock in the morning 


when I got a druggist out of bed 


and asked him to help me. 
He. 
gave me 
food and 
an outfit 
of 
clothing. I stayed there about a 
month, working in a cotton field. 
"I had been married 
Just 
11 


months when I was sent to the pen- 
itentiary. 
I decided to slip back 
to Mangum, my old home, and see 
my wife. I got back there in the 
night and from a friend found out 
my wife was working with 
the 


sheriff's office as a sort of special 
deputy. 
"I didn't go to see her. I was 


afraid she might think it was her 
duty to arrest me. I just slipped 
on out. of town and made my way 
to Dallas, where I got work as a 
carpenter. About six years ago 1 
moved to Houston, where I have 
been living since." 
After the Oklahoma penitentiary 


warden had said'he would send for 
Sparks If the prisoner would waive 
extradition. Sparks said he would 
fight extradition and would seek to 
get his Houston friends to petition 
the governor for a pardon.

(Continued from Paee 1) 
mander of the American expedi 
tlonary force, and Marshal Petain 
who commanded the French under 
Foch walked with slow steps to th< 
bed where the marshal lay. 
Representing all of France In his 


sorrowful mission, 
Gaston Dou 
mergue, president of the republic 
was one of the early callers. He 
was escorted to the bed where the 
marshal rested and then expressec 
to the marshal's widow the grief of 
the whole nation to whose glory 
Foch so greately added. 
King Albert of Belgium, himself 
a close friend of the allied gener- 
alissimo, left Brussels at noon to 
pay his personal tribute to the late 
marshal.

PARIS, March 21.—VPh-The body 
of Marshal Ferdinand Foch, who 
led the allied armies to victory in 
the World War, lay in peace today 
in a. bed in a sparsely furnished 
room of his stately old mansion 
near the Invalldes Palace. 


A guard of honor, soldiers who 


marched with the dead marshal In 
victory and In the dark days pre- 
ceding triumph, took possession of 
the courtyard in front of the old 
soldier's home. 


Parisians passed with heads bow- 


ed and hats off, while the nation 
planned its sixth national funeral, 
its highest honor In death for the 
man who did so much for it dur- 
ing his life. 
The body was clad today in the 
marshal's field uniform of blue. On 
its breast the ribbons and medals 
of almost every order of promi- 
nence in the world reposed, among 
them the star and grand cross of 
the legion, or honor. This last was 
brought and pinned on by General 
H. J. E. Gouraud, shortly after 
death yesterday.. 


Hands CIa»p Crucifix 


The hands are crossed on his 
breast, clasping a crucifix placed 
there by his chief of staff during 
the war, General Maxlne Weygand. 
Over his leg was thrown the cloak 
he wore at his entry into Straus- 
bourg, November 28, 1928.

"Through all the discus- 


sion for many years of the 
Southward movement of the 
textile industry, the Manu- 
facturers Record has empha- 
sized that his would not nec- 
essarily mean a halting of 
New England's prosperity. 
Some industries can leave 
New England to advantage, 
and a good many have gone 
into the South. But in a sec- 
tion so abundantly supplied 
with available capital, with 
such enormous savings from

or enlarging existing plants, 
New England can, as it has 
done in the past, turn rapid- 
ly from one industry to an- 
other.

WASHINGTON-, 'March 20.—« 


Dry leaders who have contended 
that the nation's capital should be 
the driest city in the United States 
are resting their 
hopes, 
for the 


time being at any rate, on the sys- 
tematic padlocking campaign order- 
ed by Edwin B. Hesse, the retiring 
superintendent of police. 


Under the order, police comman- 
ders throughout the district of Co- 
lumbia, are searching their records 
for evidence which will satisfy the 
requirements for padlock proceed- 
ings as outlined for them by Unit- 
ed States Attorney Veo A. Rover. 
He emphasized the necessity of be- 
ing able to "sfiow such a continuity 


of vi&rations as to establish 
the 


fact that the particular premises 
are being used" regularly for keep- 
ing and selling liquor. 


It was made clear at the White 


House 
yesterday 
that dramatic 


drives to enforce the prohibition 
laws are not a part of President 
Hoover's plan for carrying out his 
law enforcement policy. While the 
dry laws naturally come within the 
scope of that plan, its purpose is 
held to be much broader than the 
mere enforcement of one group of 
statutes, contemplating the tight- 
ening up of machinery for enforce- 
ment of laws in general.

them.Some Things That Stand.

First, as to foreign mis- 
sions. It is a time to go over our 
whole elaborate and intricate ma- 
chinery. and test what Is function- 
ng and what ought to be scrap- 
ped.

=ionary enterprise, old and new,

those sent to tell the Story. What- 
ever their approach or- their meth- 
ods. they are, first of all and last 
of all, to testify to the love of 
God as exemplified in His Son, the 
Saviour.

They are not missionaries of 
a. 
new civilization or harbingers 
of 


occidental 
trade; they are mes- 
sengers of the Glad Tidings of the 
Gospel of God. This is their Di- 
vine Commission. In the name and 
power of Christ, they are sent to 
present Him, 
and 
His 
saving. 
hea'ing. serving ministry, to all 
the world that knows Him not. And 
If I Interpret missionary changes 
aright, the present trend is chiefly 
toward this apostolic simplicity of 
witness-bearing. 
The radio, the printing press, the 
phonograph, and many forms of 
swift transportation, have put new

into the hands of the missionary. 
We may soon see the day when 
the mission station will be pri- 
marily a radio station.

Refuses Sign Paper. 


According to PJe'rce's statement 


after the killing, Blue. wrote the 
statement in ink as\the men sat on 
opposite sides of a desk. 
It In- 


cluded a clause that Pierce was to 
have no conversations with Miss 
Tarrant. 
"When I refused to sign it," Blue 


grabbed a knife from my desk and 
started slashing my necV Pierce 
declared. 
"I couldn't stand there 


and let him kill me. I grabbed a 
pistol out of my desk drawer and 
shot him twice." 
One bullet pierced Blue's breast. 


The other went through his shoul- 
der-and through the wall into an 
adjoining office. 
Blue fell with a 


loud cry on the opposite side of the 
desk from Pierce, and lay still full 
length on the rug. He was dead 
when the emergency hospital doc- 
tor arrived. 
Pierce ran from the office, bleed-

A large 
number of representatives from all 
districts werep resent. 


W. A. Hugg, Humble pipeline su- 


perintendent, presided at the ban- 
quet table and following the invo- 
cation by Judge H. B. Davis, called 
attention to the fact that this is 
the third year of safety work in his 
division and the second annual ban- 
quet. Guests of the evening were 
introduced which included H. K. 
Arnold, assistant production man- 
ager, Houston; Judge H. E. Bell, 
safety and personnel director; G. K. 
Saunders, Houston, general claim 
agent; Drs. C. L. Tubb, and S. H. 
Burnett; George Martin, Roy Chris- 
tian, and Charlton Gunter. 


Before reading the accident re- 


ports for the month of February, 
A. A. Klein of the division safety 
council, presented a brief report of 
work in the various districts. He 
asserted that the 
records 
from 


1923-1926 were not satisfactory, but 
a marked improvement had been 
noted in the past several years. The 
reports for the last month showed 
few serious accidents and little lost 
time. 
The monthly meetings of 


the employees were credited with 
having aided greatly in the work. 


A paper on the history of safety 


work and the causes of accidents 
was presented by F. L. Sparkman, 
and a paper prepared by A. R. 
Bruce on Minor Accidents Among 
Gangpushers, 
Roustabouts 
and 


Pumpers drew 
many 
comments 
from visiting officials. 


Dr. C. L. Tubb, company physi- 


cian, promised every possible co- 
operation between the doctors and 
the men in the prevention of acci- 
dnts. G. K. Saunders expressed his 
appreciation at being able to attend 
the meeting. 


H. K. Arnold declared that the 


question of whether or not the 
monthly meetings paid had been 
amply answered by the reports in 
which acidents have been reduced 
greatly. 


He complimented the paper pre- 


pared by Mr. Bruce 
because 
it 


spoke in the language of the der- 
rick floor and was not a group of 
abstract principles, and because it 
stressed the matter of mutual re- 
sponsibility for 
accidents. 
The 


work of the Corsicana division is 
constantly held up for the other 
districts as a model for them to 
imitate. 


Judge Bell stressed the import- 


ance of co-operation in every way 
between officials and employees of 
the company, and by living 
and 


thinking in terms of safety to re- 
duce acidents to the lowest pos- 
sible minimum. He declared that 
accidents were more dead ly than 
crime in America and that safety 
work was even of greater Import- 
ance than law enforcement. 
He 
outlined briefly some of the plans 
of his department in safety and
